WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 
“man on the street,”’ who instinctive- 
ly opposes a general sales tax,.has a 
capable ally in Prof. E. R. Seligman, 
head of the department of economics 
of Columbia University, New York 
City, and regarded as one of the lead- 


ing taxation experts in the country. 
Testifying by invitation yesterday be- 
fore the Senate Finance Committee, 
which is considering ways and means 
of raising the four or five billion dol- 
lars that the Government will re- 
quire in the next fiscal year, Prof. 
Seligman declared that the sales tax 
is a distinctively Latin-American de- 
vice- that ought not to be adopted in 
any tax system in this country. 
With the framing of New York 
State’s income tax law to ‘his credit, 
Prof. Seligman spoke from an ex- 
perience that gained him an atten- 
tive hearing. The committee was 
manifestly impressed by his state- 
ment, which ranged over the taxa- 
tion systems of ancient, medieval and 
modern times, and Senator Penrose, 
the chairman, thanked him for his

THREE BOYS AND 


“TWO GIRLS DROWN 


IN ILLINOIS POND 


Youth, 20 Years Old, Only 
Survivor, Went Home 
After Accident and Told 
No One of Tragedy. 


ADMITS TO CORONER 
HE WAS IN BOAT 


Says He Tried to Rescue Girl, 
but Was Dragged Down by 
Others When Overloaded 
Skiff Sank. 


Overloading a boat caused _ the 
drowning of three boys and two girls, 
three of them members of one fami- 
ly, in a pond at Godfrey, Ill., north- 
east of Alton, yesterday afternoon 
according to the story told by Wil- 
mot Holmes, 20 years old, the only 
survivor of the party, under ques- 
tioning by Coroner Streeper. The 
homes of- those drowned were in 
Godfrey. 

Those who drowned were Bertha, 
Ernest and Harold Howard, 15, 9 and 


|7 years old, children of Mr. and Mrs. 


Robert Howard; Russell Hillman, 15 


years old, son of Mrs. Thomas W. 
Hillman, and Bessie Hobson, 17-year- 
old orphan. 

Wilmot Holmes at first, following 
the discovery of the drownings, de- 
nied knowing anything about it. He 
said he had been in the boat, which 
was leaking, and warned the others 
against going out in it, but left be- 
fore the drownings and did not know 
anything about them. 

Admitted Being in Boat. 

After Coroner Streeper had ques- 
tioned him he- admitted that he was 
in the boat with the others, e said 
Bertha Howard, who was very large 
for her age, was sitting with the two 
Smaller children in the stern and 
that she had been rocking the boat 


‘and he warned her to desist or he 


would get out of the boat. 

The boat made a short turn, he 
said, and the stern dipped water 
and the boat began sinking. He 
asked Russell Hillman if. he could 
swim and Russell answered that he 
could. He told Russell to grab one 
of the children and make for the 
shore and he would take amother, 
but before he could do anything 
three of them threw their arms 
around him and they all went to the 
bottom. He disengaged himself and 
rose to the surface and reached the 
shore. 

Went Home by Roundabout Way. 

He went home by a roundabout 
way to avoid meeting anybody in the 
town and did not tell what had hap- 
pened. When an ambulance passed 
his home after the discovery of the 
drownings, he was lying in the yard. 
His father asked him who was dead 
and he said he did not know. 

Holmes had been seen crossing a 
field from the direction of the pond 
and questioning elicited the contra- 
dictory stories. 


Nothing was known of the drown- 
ings until Peter Needham went to the 
pond to fish. He discovered the body 
of Bertha Howard in the shallow 
water near the shore. He waded in 
and dragged the body to the shore 
and gave the alarm. It was then dis- 
covered that the other children were 
missing and their bodies were found 
in the deeper water. 

Girl Drowned in Three Feet of Water 

As Bertha Howard could not swim 
it is conjectured that Russell] Hill- 
man may have assisted her to shal- 
low water and left her there in the 
belief that she was safe and went to 
the assistance of Bessie Hobson, but 
that Bertha was exhausted and sank 
and drowned in the three feet of 
water where her body was found. 
Bessie Hobson was found to have 
drowned while clinging to the Hill- 
man boy, which’ suggests that he 
may have been trying to gave her. 

The Hobson girl lived at the home 
of a Mrs. Heydt in Godfrey. 

The pond is on property of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad and is 
used as a reservoir for supplying the 
tank. It is near the depot. There 
are few residences near and it seems 
that nobody heard any cries for help. 
The inquest will be Tuesday night.

LONG FIGHT TO SAVE MAN 
BY BLOOD TRANSFUSIONS FAILS 


Clerk Who Had Undergone Eight 
Such Operations Dies at Barnes 
Hospital. 

The long fight to save the life of 
Matthew O’Day, a clerk, of 5200 
Paulian place, from pernicious 
anemia, which, as told in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch, was marked by eight 
blood transfusions, came to an end 
at 11:15 o’clock last night, when 
O’Day died. He had undergone the 
eighth transfusion a few hours be- 

fore. 

O’Day’s case was one of the most 
interesting and dramatic ever re- 
ceived at Barnes Hospital. Without 
funds or relatives, he was helpless 
except for the efforts of friends and 
interested strangers. His parish 
priest, the Rev. Father Patrick J. 
Canty, donated his own blood for 
O’Day on three separate occasions. 
Fellow workmen also were donors, 
and the last blood infused _ into 
O’Day’s Veins was supplied by a 
young woman who responded to an 
advertisement. 

As told in yesterday’s - Post-Dis- 
patch, physicians realized that a 
crisis had arrived in O’Day’s case. It 
was questionable whether he could 
stand another transfusion. It was 
decided, however, that nothing else 
could possibly save him, and the op- 
eration took place. O’Day began 
sinking rapidly, and it was soon seen 
that he could not live. He is gur- 
vived by his wife and one small 
child.

AUTO, CHASED BY 
OFFICERS KILLS MAN 
AND INUURES. WIFE 


Charles Melville, Foreman 
at Waterworks, Run Down 
While Waiting for Street 
Car on Broadway. 


DRIVER CROSSED TRACK 
AND STRUCK COUPLE 


George Peer, 21, Who Is Ar- , 


rested, Was Driving More 
Than 40 Miles an Hour, 
Constable Dutzmann Says. 


Charles Melville, 61 years old, of 
8415 Hall’s Ferry road, a foreman at 
the city waterworks, Chain of Rocks, 
was killed and his wife, Emma, 61, 


was injured at 12:15 a. m. today 
when they were struck by an) 
automobile which was being driv- 
en south on the wrong side of the 
street at Broadway and Taylor ave- 
nue by George Peer, 21- years old, of 
3940A Louisiana avenue, employe of 
a real estate firm. 

The accident occurred while Peer, 
in a touring car, and Alois B. Cekovs- 
ky, 22 years old, of 1710 Allen ave- 
nue, also in a touring car, were be- 


ing chased by a St. Louis County 
Deputy Constable on a motor cycle 
and two city policemen in an auto- 
mobile. The Constable reported that 
when he first saw them they seemed 
to be racing and were going more 
than 50 miles an hour. 

Melville and his wife were waiting 
for a northbound Broadway car 
which was approaching. The Broad- 
way tracks at that point are at the 
extreme edge of the street, all of the 
vehicle M@riving space being between 
them. - In their position east of the 
northbound track Mr, and Mrs. Mel- 
ville had every reason to feel secure 
as the side of the tracks on which 
they stood is reserved for foot traf- 
fic. 

Man’s Skull Fractured. 

Without warning the automobile 
swerved, crossed the car tracks and 
struck them. Melville’s skull and 
both legs were fractured. Mrs. Mel- 
ville was hurled to one side. Her 
left ankle was fractured and her 
back was cut and bruised. She was 
taken to the home of a son at 4936 
Maffitt avenue. Melvillé was dead 
when he reached the city hospital. 

Peer stopped after the accident 
and was arrested. Cekovsky, after 
being overtaken by Deputy Consta- 
ble Dutzmann of St. Louis County, 
was arrested two blocks north of the 
scene of the accident. 

Statements made to policemen by 
Peer and Cekovsky showed they 
knew each other, and had gone to- 
gether to the Riverview Club, from 
which they were returning when the 
accident occurred. With Peer in his 
machine were Benjamin J. Hern of 
3925 Shaw avenue; J. L. Cleary, 
4201 De Tonty street, and Nova Hal- 
berton of 3806 Connecticut street, 
all about Peer’s age. With Cekov- 
sky in his machine were Clement 
H. Grott of 3213 Arsenal street, and 
Harry B. Gaines of 3423A Magnolia 
avenue. 

Was Chased 22 Blocks. 

After the arrests Deputy Constable 
Dutzmann said he had chased the 
two autmobilists from °8500 North 
Broadway, which is 22 blocks north 
of the point where Melville was 
killed. When he first saw them, he 
said, they were going at very high 
speed and, believing they were 
racing, he followed them into the 
city limits. After the speeding ma- 
chines passed-the Baden Police Sta- 
tion at 8300 North Broadway, Sersgt. 
McCullough and two policemen took 
up the chase in an automobile. When 
it was apparent that Dutzmann 
would overtake Cekovsky the police- 
men continued the chase after Peer 
and were only a short distance be- 
hind him when he ran down Melville. 

Cekovsky, when arrested, said he 
had been going 55 miles an hour and 
was trying to catch up with Peer. 
The pursuing policemen said they 
traveled more than 40 miles an hour 
without overtaking Peer, who insist- 
ed he had driven only 25 miles an 
hour. . 

Peer said he was confused by the 
approaching street car whose head- 
light, he said, blinded him. Two 
blocks north of the point where the 
accident occurred the. street car 
tracks converge to the middle of the 
roadway. ‘Peer said that after pass- 
ing this point he did not observe that 
the location of the tracks was 
changed and did not know that all 
of the roadway was between the 
tracks.

DUBLIN, May 28.—That the de- 
struction of the Dublin Customs 
House was a military operation or- 
dered by the Dail Eiraenn is the 
statement made tonight by the Irish 
bulletin. It describes the operation 
as a ‘‘complete success.”’ 


“At one moment a misunderstood 
signal caused the premature cessa- 
tion of work,” says the bulletin in 
telling how the building was burned, 
“but so exact was the discipline that 
the men were immediately recalled 
and the operation was completed, 
although hostilities has already be- 
gun outside and there was grave 
risk of capture or death the 
whole party. 

“British forces which reached the 
scene were engaged by Irish patrols 
posted in the vicinity resulting in 
fighting at both of the doors of the 
building and outside.

PARIS READS THAT KING CURBED 
LLOYD GEORGE'S SPEECHES 


Weekly Paper Says British Monarch 
Warned Premier Not to Excite 
Their French Allies. 
(Copyright. ) 

PARIS, May 28.—The _ sprightly 
and often well-informed weekly, Aux 
Ecotes, affirms the fact that the 
tempestuousness of the British Pre- 
mier, Lioyd George, in his dealings 
with France, was calmed by King 


George on the solicitations of Presi- 
dent Millerand who, much worried 
by the situation, sent a private com- 
munication to Lord Derby imploring 
him to appeal to the King. 

The King, it is stated, told Lloyd 
George: ‘We have civil war in Ire- 
land, India and Egypt, an uprising in 
Mesopotamia, disquieting signs of in- 
dependence in Canada and Austra- 
lia, to say nothing of a strike which 
is paralyzing industry. Do you think 
it is right at this moment to excite 
France against us by unfortunate 
speeches? What will become of us 
if our faithful ally of six years de- 
nounces the treaties which unite 
us?” 

The story has caused quite a stir 
in French political circles, where it 
is well known that British Kings are 
not in the habit of interfering in af- 
fairs of the Government. Just how!

Alexander H. Handlan, years 
old, president of the Handlan-Buck 
Manufacturing Co., died at 1 a. m.

Fif- 
ty-two years ago last January he ob- 
tained employment ‘as a bookkeeper 
for M. M. Buck, a small dealer in 
railroad lanterns, at 520 North Third 
street. At present, the Handlan- 
Buck company of 210 North Third 
street, is one of the largest manufac- 
turers of railroad supplies in the 
West. 

Handlan was the father of 15 chil- 
dren, seven-of whom are living. His 
widow alse survives him. She is at 
the Buckingham Hotel. 

Although he retired from active 
participation in the affairs of the 
company about 20 years ago, Hand- 
lan always visited the office when he| 
was in the city, his last such visit 
having been in January, just before 
he left for Florida winter resorts. 
From Florida he went to Ocono- 
mowoc, where his summer home was 
one of the show places. 

How He Made Record. 

Upon completing his fiftieth year 
with the company, two years ago, 
Handlan related with much satis- 
faction some of the incidents’ that 
marked his early advent in the busi- 
ness world. His first chance came 
soon after his employment by Buck. 
The latter was called out of town 
on business and left matters in 
Handlan’s care. 

The concern occupied a floor space 
of 10x90 feet, doing a business of 
$1500 a month. MHandlan’s salary 
was $75 a month. During Buck’s 
absence, a railroad announced that 
it would receive bids on $16,000 
worth of lanterns. The total capital 
of the Buck concern, was $5600, but 
Handlan bid on the order and got it. 

“When I got it, the next question 
was how I could fill it,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
had to buy the lanterns from an 
Eastern concern, and we didn’t have 
the money. I went to the cashier of 
the old State Bank, told him just 
how I got the order and the fix I

RUECT OIL DEBATE 


American Disappointment 
Caused ‘‘Disagreeable Tone of 
Note,’’ Declares One Member. 


By the Associated Presa. 

THE HAGUE, May 28.—The mo- 
tion of the Socialist Deputy, Albarda, 
concerning the American note to 


‘Holland with regard to the Djambi 


oil concessions and asking why the 
note had not been made public in 
the Chamber, was rejected yesterday 
by a vote of 56 to 27. Debate on the 
motion was begun Friday, when 
Deputy Albarda also asked that the 
Foreign Minister explain the attitude 
of the Dutch Government toward the 
oil situation. 

Two other motions censuring the 
Government, introduced by the com- 


munist and Liberal sections, also 
were rejected. 

The defeat of the Socialist-Com- 
munist attempt to effect withdrawal 
and reintroduction of the Djambi 
bill, which might have resulted in 
equal participation in the oil conces- 
sions by the Standard Oil Co. and the 
Batavia Oil Co., was mainly due to 
the loyalty @f the Government's sup- 
porters. 

Many Leftist members, although 
they strongly disapproved of the poll- 
cy of the Minister of the Colonies, 
and would gladly have brought about 
his resignation, hesitated to shoulder 
the responsibility for a Cabinet crisis 
which it is believed in official circles 
would certainly have followed if the 
Albarda or other motions had. been 
passed today. 

All the anti-Government speakers 
emphasized ‘their disapproval of 
granting concessions either to the 
Standard Oil Co. or to the United 
States, whose intervention one mem- 
ber called “imperialistic usurpation.” 

Jonkheer Treud of the Liberty 
party declared Holland was not afraid 
of the threats expressed in the 
American correspondence, but that it 
would be ‘undesirable for Holland's 
economic interests if the friendly 
feeling of America toward our coun- 
try becomes chilled.’’ 

“The American Minister,” he add- 
ed, “did not understand what For- 
eign Minister Van Karnabeek tried to 
convey in his correspondence and 
conferences, namely, that American 
capital Was welcome in the East Ins 
dies, but there could be no question 
of American participation in the 
Djambi oil fields, as an agreement 
had already been reached with the 
Royal Dutch Oil Co. It is evident 
that the sudden American disap- 
pointment led to the disagreeable 
tone of the recent note.”

Man Shot May Be Bauer. ’ 

Mrs. Connors’ account of the time) 
her husband came home and said 
he shot a man will confirm the po- 
lice in! their belief that it was Con- 
nors who shot Otto Bauer, a bread 
wagon driver, at John F. Luebke’s 
grocery store, 4398 Olive street, on 
the morning of March 8 last.

It 
was found that an attempt had been 
made to blow open the safe in the 
store. Bauer, who has _ recovered, 
will be taken to see Connors in an 
effort’ to identify him.

They were only three 
inches long. Most safeblowers use 
a much longer fuse to give them- 
selves time to get out of the danger 
zone before the charge explodes. 

“Sure my fuses are short,” said 
Connors, “‘but I don’t sit around and 
smoke cigars While I’m blowing a 
safe. I work fast, I do.”

A petition urging the Missouri 
Supreme Court to render an early 
decision upon the validity of the se- 
cured debts law has been filed by 
the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
at Jefferson City through its general 
counsel, Glendy B. Arnold.

SUMMERLIN HOLDS CORDIAL 
CONFERENCE WITH OBREGON 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, May 28.—George 
T. Summerlin, American Charge 
G’Affaires in this city, had a confer- 
ence with President Obregon last 
night, and it is said he handed to the 
President a memorandum from the 
State Department in Washington. No 
official statement was made regard- 
ing the meeting, which was described 
as “extremely cordial.” : 

The memorandum brought by Mr. 
Summerlin upon his return from 
Washington was said to be in no 
sense an ultimatum which called 
upon Mexico to sign a treaty or pro- 
tocol as a conditéon to recognition. It 
was also assertéd that it was not an 
embodiment of the report on Mexico 
submitted by Albert Fall, present 
Secretary of the Interior, when he 
was a member of the United States 
Senate, This report has been wel- 
comed by newspapers here, which 
for some time past had indulged in 
editorial attacks upon the Secretary. 

Apparently newspapers here have 
been more agitated over Secretary 
Fall’s influence in determining the 
policy of the United States toward 
Mexico than in rumors that Presi- 
dent Obregon would be called upon 
to sign a treaty contingent upon rec- 
ognition.

Ago Revealed 


‘Frederick 'W. Lehmann, in Address at Jefferson 
Memorial, Describes Evasiveness Followed by 
Founders of Missouri in Bygone Days. 


i. 


Frederick W. Lehmann, reviewing 
the circumstances of the admission 
of Missouri to the Union, in an ad- 
dress at Jefferson Memorial last 


night, concluded that the public men 
of a century ago were quite as 
shifty as any of the politicians of 
today. He cited, in proof of this 
statement, the language of the doc- 
ument which he termed the “second 
Missouri compromise.” 

The address was given at a meet- 
ing of the Missouri Historical Soci- 
ety, which received reports on plans 
for the celebration, this summer and 
fall, of the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of Missouri's statehood. 
| Lehmann told of the delicate bal- 
| ance between free and slave states 
in the Sehate’in the early days of the 
Union, and cited passages from the 
Constitution referring in a veiled 
| way to slavery, such as the clause re- 
| ferring to slaves as “other persons,” 
‘to avoid using the word “‘slave.” He 
told “of Henry Clay’s influence in 
bringing about the Missouri Com- 
‘promise of 1820, providing that no 
‘State north of the southern boun- 
dary of Missouri should in future be 
‘a slave State, but that Missouri; 
‘which -already had slavery, should 
keep it. 

Obnoxious Clause Found. 

“The second Missouri Compro- 
mise,’’ Lehmann related, ‘‘came after 
the State, in pursuance of the ena- 
'bling act containing the first com- 
| promise, had framed a Constitution. 
It was found to contain an obnoxious 
clause, which said that it should be 
the duty of the General Assembly 
to pass such laws as might be neces- 
Sary to prevent free negroes and 
|mulattoes from entering afd settling 
in the State under any pretext what- 
ever. This was held to be in contra- 
diction of the constitutional provi- 
sion that the citizens of each State 
shall be entitled to all privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several 
States. 
| “So Congress decreed that Mis- 
souri should be admitted only on 
condition that the clause in its Con- 
stitution just referred to should 
never be construed to authorize any 
law by which a citizen of any state 
should be deprived of his constitu- 
tional privileges. It was provided 
that the Legislature of Missouri, by 
a solemn act, should declare the 
‘State’s assent to this condition, and 
should transmit.to the President a 
copy of such solemn act, whereupon 
the admission of the State to the 
Union should be considered com- 
plete. 


Act in Ten Sections. 

‘Missouri’s solemn public act was 
in 10 sections, which may be sum- 
marized: 

“(1) Recites the requirement by 
Congress; (2) Says ‘the good peo- 
ple of this State have by the most 
solemn and public act in their pow- 
er, vartually :assented to the said 
fundamental condition’ when they 
adopted their Constitution. (3) Al- 
though the Legislature is of opinion 
‘that the Congress of the United 
States has no constitutional power 
to annex any condition to the ad- 
mission of this State in the Federal 
Union.’ (4) And although ‘the Gen- 
eral Assembly has no power to

“First Clay ruled that Randolph 
was out of order because his motion 
was too early; and when it was 
nexg presented it was ruled out as 
being too late.”” The date of Presi- 
dent Monroe’s formal proclamation 
admitting the State was Aug. 10, 
1821. 

Missouri, Lehmann said, was prob- 
ably the only State to enlarge its 
boundaries after obtaoining state- 
hood. This was a reference to the 
Platte acquisition of 1836, whea land 
which now forms six counties, in- 
cluding Buchanan County and the 
city of St. Joseph, was added to Mis- 
sourl. 

He told of the abandonmeft of the 
Missouri Compromise, of the com- 
promise of 1850 and the Douglas 
squattet sovereignty proposals, fol- 
lowed by the Lincoln-Douglas dé- 
b&tes, and later by the election of 
Lincoln and the secession of the 
Southern states.

“LEO TOLSTOY’S POSTHUMOUS 
WORKS,” three volumes, trans- 
lated by Archibald J. Wolfe, Rus- 
sian Authors’ Library. (Interna- 
tional Book Publishing Co.) 

HE fine collection of plays, nov- 

T elettes and philosophical writ- 

ings embraced in, these three 
volumes represent some of the best 
of Tolstoy’s works, from his early 
manhood to his last days. The fact 
that they are so thoroughly Russian 
in their atmosphere may account for 
their failure to achieve an earlier 
translation into English; the appeal 
of the philosophy set forth in them, 
or rather’ the 
it, is, perhaps, not as impressive to 
the English and American mind as 
that of his better known works, but 
certainly Tolstoy never wrote any- 
thing that more impressively re- 
vealed the Russian character and 
habit of thought than much of the 
matter here set forth, 

The stories in the first volume are: 
“Haji Murat,” said to be a combina- 
tion of a number of short narratives 
written by Tolstoy as a result of his 
experiences as a young officer em- 
ployed in Russia’s expansion among 
the Tartar peoples eastward; ‘“Fa- 
ther Sergius,’”’ a powerful story of a 
worldly young man, disappointed in 
love, who turned monk and won the 
love and respect of those who came 
in contact with him because of his 
life of sacrifice and good deeds, and 
th sinned again, but again sought 
Gok. after learning that before he 
had only served himself when he 
served others, and that the true way 
was to serve God by serving others; 
“The Posthumous Memoirs of Feo- 
dor Kusmitch, the Hermit,” which 
is founded upon the popular legend 
that Alexander I, tired of the role 
of Tsar of all the Russias, caused 
his death to be announced and the 
burial of a body made up to look 
like his, and then went down among 
the people to spend the rest of his 
days as one of the peasants, a most 
human and appealing tale, and “On 
the Khodyn Heath” and “The Young 
Tsar,’’ two tales of the early life of 
the late Ni®holas II. 

Volume II is given over to two 
Plays. “As a Light Shineth in the 
Darkness” apparently was not fully 
finished by the master. Four acts 
are complete, but the fifth and last 
seems to be merely his unpolished 
sketch off which much work re- 
mained fo be done, though the pres- 
entation of the plot is complete. The 
other play, the grim and _ grisly 
drama of Russian low life, “‘The 
Living Corpse,” has been presented 
on the New York stage, and, though 
it has never before been published 
in America, admirers of Tolstoi have, 
long been acquainted at least with 
its character and general outline. 

Volume III has as its chief fea- 
ture “The Wisdom of Children,” be- 
ing the report by Tolstoy of the con- 
versations of children on such sub- 
jects as religion, war, patriotism, 
evil speaking, taxation, wages of la- 
bor, drunkenness, prisons, capital 
punishment, wealth, education, and 
many other subjegts. Tolstoy had 
great confidence in, and considera- 
tion for, the impressions of children, 

nd the dialogues he has set down 
here are delightful. Also in this vol- 
ume are the short stories, “The 

Forged Coupon,” ‘“Alyoshka Gor- 

shook” and a Cause of It All.’’

Before 
going to the Tribune at Greéley’s in- 
vitation, he declined the editorship of 
the St. Louis Democrat and a similar 
offer from the New Orleans Times. 

News successes in handling the 
Franco-Prussian War, and an  4as- 
sault on President Grant’s San Do- 
mingo annexation plan, feasured 
Reid’s early connection with the 
Tribune. Apparently against his 
better judgment, he joined the 
Greeley-for-President movement. 
The collapse of the Greeley cam- 
paign, and the editor’s death, left 
him the logical choice for the Trib- 
une’s editorship. An editorial, 
printed at a time when Reid was 
summoned before a congressional 
committee because of the Tribune’s 
utterances on the Pacific mail sub- 
sidy, shows his views of editorial re- 
x eee He wrote: 

It is a foolish waste of time to 
call upon editors for details of the 
scandals they denounce to public 
reprobation. It is their business to 
print what they know, and to leave 
the rest to the proper authorities. 
If we knew what Congressmen got 
the money, we would print the 
names; it would need no subpena 
from Washington to make us do 
that. Wedo our best, and that is a 
great deal. We cannot always wait 
for exact legal evidence before de- 
nouncing a dangerous wrong. If 
we had waited for that, Judge Bar- 
nard and his associates might be 
today on the bench. Over and over 
we made charges against them of 
which we were morally sure, but as 
to which we were not fully pre- 
pared with strict legal pease If 
they had not been true, the Judges 
might have sued us and obtained 
damages—that was our risk, one 
which we are always ready to run 
in a cause which we think just. No 
newspaper, however powerful or 
enterprising, can compel the ope 
proof which lies in the hands o 
court or a Congress. We can only 
say what we believe to be true and 
right, and accept the full responsi- 
bility. 

“A Triumpp-of Journalism” is the 
heading of the chapter which de- 
scribes the Tribune’s expose in 1878 
of the cipher dispatches, showing 
corrupt negotiations, in Tilden’s be- 
half, during the Hayes-Tilden elec- 
toral contest. John Hay, lifelong 
friend of Reid, characterized this as 
“the biggest piece of intelligent jour- 
nalism, as distinguished from mere 
enterprise, that has ever been done 
Tilden denied 
knowledge of the matter, and Reid 
with the suggestion that 
the Democrats showed their faith 
in Tilden by renominating him, for 
President. William M. Evarts wrote 
to Reid, ‘“‘“Everybody owes the Trib- 
une gratitude and applause in so 
great measure that we shall have to 
fund the debt.”” Reid’s own estimate 
of the result was: 

If the cipher dispatches had not 
been turned inside out in the Trib- 
une, it is probable that the short- 
comings of the (Hayes) administra- 
tion would have paved the way for 
the success of a Democratic ticket 
with Tilden at its head. Men's 
minds would gradually have been 
adjusted to the idea that he had 
indeed been honestly entitled to the 
presidency in 1876. But because 
the dispatches were 
out in the Tribune, 
political events was tided over an 
ugly crisis, and history, instead 
of being falsified, was everlast- 
ingly set straight. 

The Garfield and Blaine cam- 
paigns, in which Reid supported the 
Republican ticket vigorously, and 
the subsequent administrations, are 
illuminatingly narrated. In 1884, 
Reid was the leading spirit of the 
syndicate formed to underwrite the 
Mergenthaler linotype, which was 
soon to revolutionize the newspaper 
business. In 1888, he ran for Vice 
President on the ticket with Presi- 
dent Harrison. Service ag a repre- 
sentative of the United States on the 
Paris Peace Commission of 1898 
preceded his appointment as Am- 
bassador to England, where he died 
in 1912. An engraving showing the 
signing of the peace treaty with 
Spain is in the second volume.

While still in Germany, serving 
with the Army of Occupation, some 
20,000 officers and men of the divi- 
sion joined in a fund to pay for the 
compilation and printing of the pres- 
ent memoir. Besides the copies 
which went to subscribers, a copy 
will be ptesented, free, to the nearest 
relative of each member of the di- 
vision who gave his life in France. 
And an effort is being made to get in 
touch with all of the 35,000 former 
members who, on account of wounds 
or other causes, were separated from 
the division before the armistice. 

Although less than six months 
elapsed between the arrival of the 
Fourth Division in France and the 
signing of the armistice, the Division 
fcught in all the great American of- 
fensives and in the fighting and sub- 
sequent occupation of enemy ter- 
ritory it lost a total of 499 officers 
and 13,150 men, as follows: 69 offi- 
cers and 2000 men killed in action; 
88 officers and 506 men died of 
wounds; 11 officers and 202 men 
died from other causes, and 386 of- 
ficers and 10,442 men were wounded. 
The normal war strength of a divi- 
sion is about 27,000 men. 

The Fourth Division met and de- 
feated a total of 16 German divi- 
sions. In the 117days between the 
great American and French attack 
of July 18 and the signing of the 
armistice, all or part of the divi- 
sion was in action 69 days; in the 
front line, in sector, 6 days, and in 
immediate reserve, 12 days. It ad- 
vanced $5 kilometers in action, took 
€1 guns, 2 tanks, a large number 
of minenwerfer and more than 300 
machine guns, besides 2756 prison- 
ers, this figure not including prison- 
ers taken with the French in July.

In part, his letter follows: 

“I have advised the Mayor and the 
Comptroller of the City of St. Louis 
that they have not and have never 
had any authority of power to lease 
said premises, or any property or in- 


stiutinn< of the city. without pre- 


vious authority by ordinance. The 
alleged lease has never been author- 
ized by ordinance. It is void. And 
any attempt sto renew it without 
previous authority given by ordi- 
nance would be void and of no effect. 

“In signing the alleged lease on 
November 4, 1918, the Mayor and the 
Comptroller acted in a spirit of sac- 


rifice on the part of the people of 
St. Louis, which they believed they 
represented. This is evidenced by 
the fact that the rent reserved is 
merely nominal. They made the al- 
leged lease with the provision’ for 
yearly renewals, believing that the 


Government would insist upon a sac- 
rifice only during the period of actual | 


war.

| Heedless of figures, facts and entreaty, the Senate 


Germany has exceeded expectations in her attitude 
towards reparations and her treaty obligations. 

But what are we doing or do we intend to do to help 
bring order out of chaos and to assure peace and the 
restoration of conditions of peace and prosperity? 
What are President Harding’s plans with reference 
to our part, which ought to be decisive on account 
of our wealth and strength and influence, in the 
work of pacification and restoration? 

The only word we have had so far is the word of 
Ambassador Harvey that we will not have anything 
to do with the League of Nations nor with any com- 
mission or committee responsible to it. This means, 
if it means anything, that we will hot co-operate with 
it in any of its functions or purposes dealing, with 
peace settlements, or disarmament, or international 
law, or the new tribunal to adjudicate disputes or 
arbitration or any guarantee of peace. If the word 
of Col. Harvey is not the word of President Harding 
and of Secretary Hughes there is no evidence to sup- 
port the theory. Both the President and the Secre- 
tary have acquiesced in the Ambassador's remarks. 

Pro-League Republicans have protested to Lord 
Robert Cecil that Ambassador Harvey misrepresented 
the recent Republican victory and misrepresented the 
sentiment of the American people, but no protest has 
been made to President Harding and no word has 
been uttered by him. A resolution has been intro- 
duced in the House asking Secretary Hughes if the 
Ambassador’s speech was in accord with instructions, 
but the resolution will die. 

The Borah naval holiday resolution was adopted by 
a@ unanimous vote of the Senate, but there is a dis- 
quieting report that the resolution will be held up in 
the House. President Harding has not indicated by 
definite word what he intends to do with regard to 
an agreement to check armament programs. So far as 
the public knows, America is rushing naval construc- 
tion and is planning the biggest navy in the world. 

President Harding is holding conferences with 
financiers and big business men on business condi- 
tions and on the problem of getting back to normal 
conditions. This is good so far as it goes, but the big 
problem affecting normal conditions is the world 
problem—the problem of Europe's pacification and re- 
habilitation. The crisis is acute there and the 
fatal point may arrive at any moment. Events are 
inexorable. They move while we wait. While the 
world waits to learn what we are going to do it drifts 
in the current of events. 

One decisive act or pronouncement with regard 
to our intentions toward disarmament, co-operation 
for rehabilitation and pe&ce would do more than any-

OUR INVITING OLIMATE. 

In an interesting survey of St. Louis’ resources and 
advantages that may be exploited effectually, Mr. 
Frank C. Rand, who has been appointed chairman of 
the municipal advertising fund, stresses as an asset 
what rumor has fashioned as a liability—our climate. 
In the publicity of the coming year Mr. Rand pro- 
poses to feature our climate as an inducement to peo- 
ple to come here. 

The decision is sound. The chairman is to be 
commended for his judgment, courage and acumen. 
His judgment is correct. We have the facts here 
with which to rout the gossip. ‘A comparative table 
of temperature and humidity, including such cities as 
Seattle, Cleveland, Buffalo, San Francisco, Chicago, 
Boston and New York shows St. Louis happily cir- 
cumstanced. It should be emphasized, too, that this 
record covered the months of June, July, August and 
September. In point of humidity St. Louis was the 
lowest, while as regards average and maximum tem- 
peratures the eight cities are about on a par. 

The story of St. Louis’ climate, however, is not lim- 
ited to four months, or to any special period. This 
city has an all-the-year climate which invites discus- 
sion. St. Louisans as a whole have been culpable 
in good-naturedly concurring in the misrepresenta- 
tions of our climate. We should have resented those 
false statements. Mr. Rand’s plan of disproving them 
is a good deal better. 

Yet that is not sufficient. With respect to climate, 
St. Louis is not on the defensive. We can tackle the 
subject aggressively. That, we assume, is what Mr. 
Rand purposes doing. He will have ample material. 
'In any twelvemonth comparison with rival cities St. 
Louis need not fear an intelligent verdict. To the 
contrary, this city can enter such a contest confi- 
dent of the outcome. For study of the facts will con- 
clusively show that in its climate St. Louis possesses 
a very important asset, economically, industrially, 
socially and healthfully. Extremes of temperature, 
such as interrupt industry or imperil vitality, are al- 
most unknown here. Certainly we have no such win- 
try visitations as many cities are subject to, and it 
is equally true that there is no malign conspiracy 
among the weather gods to impose unbearable heat 
upon usin summer. The city’s latitude and longitude

LYNCHING MADE UNPOPULAR. 
If Missouri wants to be spared the humiliation of an- 
other lynching and another investigation fiasco, such 
as occurred recently at Bowling Green, it might do 


Illinois law which has taken lynching out of the cate- 
gory of popular pastimes by making it subject to cer- 
tain hazards which the most enthusiastic &nchers are 
unwilling to incur. 

This law, enacted in 1905, provides that “if any 
person shall be taken from the hands of a Sheriff, or 
his deputy, having such person in custody, and shall 
be lynched, it shall be prima facie evidence of failure 
on the part of such Sheriff to do his duty, and upon 
the fact being made to appear to the Governor, he 
shall publish proclamation declaring the office of 
such*Sheriff vacant, and his office shall thereby and 
thereafter immediately be vacated.” 

Although, against the presumption of neglect of 
duty, the Sheriff may be reinstated if it appears that 
he has done all in his power to protect the life of his 
prisonér, the question of reinstatement is unlikely to 
arise, because when a‘Sheriff has done all in his power 
to protect a prisoner lynchings do not occur. The 
last man in the world that lynchers want to meet is a 
Sheriff who will do all in his power to protect a 
prisoner. 

When Illinois Sheriffs were only called upon to 
defend their prisoners they were not enthusiastic 
about it and lynching was easy and safe, but since they 
have had to defend their jobs as well as their pris- 
oners, lynching has practically gone out of fashion 
in that State. The valor of mobs has always been in 
ratio to the complacency of Sheriffs, and with the sub- 
sidence of complacency valor likewise has vanished. 
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‘“‘THE AWFUL COST OF GOVERNMENT.’’ 

The Senate has increased by $42,500,000 the annual 
naval appropriation bill as passed by the House, de- 
spite the arguments offered by Senators Underwood 
and Hitchcock. 

Mr. Underwood showed that of the $5,000,000,000 
levied against the people, 3 per cent goes to the actual 
maintenance of the legislative, judicial and executive 
branches of the Government; 3 per cent for public 
works, such as river and harbor improvements, good 
roads and similar enterprises, and 1 per cent for edu- 
cation and public health. The remaining 93 per cent 
of that staggering sum is expended for past wars and 
in preparation for future wars. 

Mr. Hitchcock pointed out that our per capita tax 


and altitude preclude the possibility of excessive heat. 
St. Louis occasionally gets hot in summer, but when 
St. Louis perspires a good many other cities sweat. 

St. Louis has never been given to braggadocia and 
we need not essay that boresome role now. But in 
justice to St. Louis we can, and should, present the 
opportunities this city offers, and among those ad- 
vantages we can properly and sincerely include our 
equable 365-day climate. 
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MARKETING REPARATION BONDS. 

Following upon Germany’s unconditional accept- 
ance of the allied reparation demands, word comes 
from London that financial circles there soon expect 
an attempt to market reparation bonds, particularly 
by France and Italy, in view of their pressing need for 
money. 

Whether or not the expectation is well founded, it 
is pertinent to recall that one of the main aims of the 
financial experts at the peace conference was to pre- 
vent these huge amounts of questionable German ob- 
ligations from getting into the hands of the public. 
It was, therefore, provided in the treaty that the bonds 
themselves should be held by the “Reparation Com- 
mission and that the interested allied Governments 
should receive mere certificates indicating the pro- 
portion of bonds held for their account. And the 
Reparation Commission was further forbidden. to issue 
these certificates in amounts representing less than 
one-fifth of the whole due to each. 

In the first delivery of $15,000,000,000 of German 
bonds, for example, assuming France was entitled to 
50 per cent, the Reparation Commission could issue 
five certificates for $1,500,000,000 each to her, in place 
of a single certificate showing her right to $7,500,000,- 
000. It was felt that these units would be so large 
that it would be impracticable to market them. Ac- 
cording to the testimony of Norman H. Davis, the 
American financial adviser, before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee in August, 1919, the “‘records will 
show very distinctly that these certificates are not to 
be used in any way to go into the hands of the pub- 
lic.” It is within the power of the Reparation Com- 
mission to forbid the issuance of participations or de- 
bentures against them, but since the commission is 
little more than the allied Governments themselves, 


It is doubtful that any money could be realized 
ffm the public by the sale of participations in the 
regaration certificates unless an allied Government 
became an indorser; and even then, in view of the 
rovent history of foreign flotations in this country, 
ths prospect of disposing of any considerable sum, 
even at a heavy discount, is slim. At best they would

The MIRROR of 
PUBLIC OPINION 


WEST VIRGINIA MINING TROUBLE, 
From the New York World. 


EST VIRGINIA’S mining problem ig not an 
easy one. The operators have sworn that 
the Mingo coal fields shall never be unionized 
and the United Mine Workers have sworn that 
they shall. If the laws of the State were eén- 


forced and the unions were able to send speak- 
ers into unorganized territory the operators would 
be beaten before the campaign opened. They 
protect themselves against agitation by the use 
of force. The Governors of the State have gen- 
erally acquiesced in the method, calling for Fed- 
eral troops only when there is an unusual amount 
of bloodshed. The guerrilla fighting is not hard 
to understand when it is remembered that the 
conflict between capital and labor which goes 
cn in more or less civilized fashion in other states 
has been allowed to degenerate into a hand-to- 
hand eneounter in West Virginia.

RE American girls becoming materialistic? 


Now that women are in all the fields will they become mercenary,, 


money grabbing and give chase to the dollar as keenly as so many 


members of the stronger sex? 


Dr. Eugene L. Fisk recently assert- 
‘ed that American girls are fast be- 
coming materialistic and a ‘‘real dan- 
ger to the nation.” 

But Miss Eleanor D. Brannan, a 
feminist active in suffrage work, a 
canteen worker at the French girls’ 
Y. W. C. A. in Paris during the war, 
and the daughter of Mrs. John Win- 
ters Brannan, chairman of the New 
York Committee of the National 
Women’s Party, said: 

“America has little to fear from 

materialism in women. Of course 
girls and women are materialistic to 
@ certain extent, but if we have ad- 
vanced in materialism, we also have 
progressed spiritually. Only the rec- 
ord of our last few years is needed 
to prove this. 
_ “Women are interested in Govern- 
ment, civic work and all the big 
questions of life—many with no 
thought of personal gain.”’ 

Miss Brannan herself is an example 
of the thoroughly non-materialistic 
young woman who wishes to do her 
part in the world and gives half her 
day teaching. 

“But after all, wouldn’t it be 
rather natural for women to be more 
or less keen.for personal gain?” I 
asked Miss Brannan. “In many 
cases woman has always been the 
ambitious one in the family. Don't 
you think many women have pushed 
their husbands and children into 
success ?”’ : 

Miss Brannan nodded her head 
and admit*ed that women have been 
known to be exceedingly worldly. 
“But at the same time,” she ex- 
plained, ‘it is always the woman who 
thinks of the spiritual and moral ed- 


‘ucation of the family. 

“Of course there will be 
women who will go in for moncy 
with the same spirit as men. [t is 


certain 


in a position to earn big wages and 
high salaries that many will almost 
become giddy. Others wil] not care 
to save and invest but will wildly 
enjoy fine clothes, theater parties, 
choice bonbons, cut flowers, per- 
fumes and all the dainties and iux- 
uries their little brains have dreamei 
about ever since they were sweet 16. 

“But I know many young women 
who do not feel this way and are 
not in business or engaged in any 
life work with just the spirit of 
“What is there in it for me?’ No 
thought of personal gain enters their 
heads. Many of these girls have al- 
ways had the things they wanted 
at home, their tastes do not run to 
the luxuries and furbelows of life 
and they are willing to put their 
whole life into their work just for 


the spiritual and moral effects. 


“Then, too,’”’ concluded Miss Bran- 
nan, “I believe there are many girls 
in business life who are willing to 
start at the bottom of the ladder and 
work their way up just like men. 
Many are just as anxious to do the 
work they feel is a part of them, 
the work they feel they can do well, 
regardless of the money it will bring, 
as men. There are many men in life 
who have sought work they liked 
and given their best hours to this 
work, well knowing that they would 
never attain riches. I am quite cer- 
tain there are just as many women 
who feel this way. 

“Are women materialistic? Not 
one bit more than men! Some may 
be giddy over their first advance- 
ment in the outside world.
